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This family retiring from Rome during the time of its 


republican government, ſettled themſelves at Eſte, an an- 


cient city in that part of Italy, which is now called the 
Venetian Lombardy, and from thence received the name of 
the houſe of Eſte. Their retirement is, without doubt, the 
reaſon that we have no ſatisfactofy account of them befor 

the year of Chriſt 390, at which time Caius Actius reſide 

in the Caſtle of Eſte ; he left a ſon of the fame name, who 
rendered himſelf famous in the, wars which the Emperor 
Honorius carried on againſt the Wiſi-Goths, who invaded 
Italy in the beginning of the fifth century; his valour in the 
battle en near Verona, procured him the titles of Qua- 
tuor Vir, Decurio, and Senator of Rome, and he became 
Prince of Eſte in A. D. 402. At his death in the year 


410, he left three ſons and one daughter, Flavius Actius, 


Caius Xillus, and Aurelius Actius, the two former died 
without iſſue, as did alſo the daughter called Luxonia. 
Aurelius Actius, the youngeſt ſon, ſurvived and ſucceed- 
ed his father in the Lordſhip of Eſte, but died in 418, 
leaving iſſue by his wife Norca, three ſons, Lucius, Ti- 


berius, and Foreſtus; they acquired Monſelico, Vicenza, 


and Feltri, alſo built the city of Ferrara. 

Lucius declined taking any part of the government at his 
father's death, upon which 'Tiberius fucceeded thereto, and

In- conſequence of this victory, Odoacer ſoon became 
maſter of all Italy, and driving Azo I. the ſon of Achari-

varia, whoſe dau hter he afterwards married, but died 
without iſſue, A. D. 538, having returned to Eſte in 504- 
Conſtantius, half brother to Azo, was ſlain in battle by an 
officer in the ſervice of Theodoric, King of Italy, in 538, 
a ſhort time before the death of Azo.

Heribertus, youngeſt ſon of Gundelardus, was remark- 
able for a pious and exemplary life, he died in 694, and was 
ſucceeded by his ſon Erneft, who overcame the Longobards 
in ſeveral battles, but was at laſt ſhin by an arrow from 
their camp in 752, when they had beſieged the city of 
Ravenna for. near three years, whereby the Longobards 
entered upon the poſſeſſion of what they had long toiled 
for.

tained ten caſtles in Lombardy, and became Count of Fry. 
bourg in Germany. He died A. D. 995, and was ſucceeded 
by his only ſurviving ſon, 

Hugo III. Marggrave of Eſte, Milan, Genoa, 'Tuſcany, 
and Stadtþolder in Italy, who married (as before obſerved) 
Mary, daughter of his uncle Theobald, He oppoſed the 
acceflion.of Henry of Bavaria to the Imperial throne, on 
whoſe exaltation afterwards, by the force of arms, he was 
obliged with his three ſons, to abdicate Eſte, and fled to 
avoid the rage of the conqueror, who purſued and made 
them captives ; but inſtead of ſacrificing them to his reſent- 
ment, he reinſtated Hugo in his poſſeſſions, and afreſh con- 
ſtituted him the Imperial Vicar in Italy. The ſons were 
alſo ſet at liberty, and received marks of the Emperor's fa- 
vour. This quarrel o ane by Henry's threatening the 
extirpation of the houſe of Eſte, common policy, there- 
fore, directed Hugo to prevent his acceſſion to ſuch power 
as might enable him to fulfil thoſe threats, which it was more 
than probable were earneſtly intended, as there ſubſiſted an 
animoſity between their fathers, which the implacability of 
each rendered unconquerable, but the Emperors: lenity 
changed Hugo from an inveterate foe to the fitmeſt of 
friends.

The ancient Saxbns being mote accuſtomed to perform 


great actions than to record them in writing, has cauſed 


great abſcurity in their hiſtory, yet it is 
that the whole Saxon nation was governed by Fu: io chieſ⸗ 
taitis who were choſen every year.

Princes of the empire elected Emperor in 919. He deli. 
vered Germany from the oppreſſion of the Hunni, to whom 
it had been tributary from the reign of the Emperor 


Lewis IV. and to ſecure the empire againſt foreign inva- 


ders, he appointed Marggraves or Governors in its fron- 
tier towns. It is this Emperor alſo to whom Germany 


owes its great number of cities, for by his care many places 


were walled in and fortified, both for their defence. and the 
ſecurity of commerce; and that the nobility might be in- 
ured to the exerciſe of arms in the time of peace, he, in 


935, inſtituted tournaments, where every one gloried in 


ſhewing his addreſs, and which, from that time, were 
held in Ge for ſeveral ages with great ſolemnity. 
After a glorious reign, he died July 2, A. D. 936, aged 
69, of an apoplexy, and Was buried at Quedlinburg; hav- 


ing been twice married, firſt, to Hatburgis, the daughter 


of Erwin, Count of Merſeburg, by whom he had one ſon, 
Tancwardus, who was declared illegitimate, and the mar- 
riage difſolved on account of Hatburgis having been a 


Nun.

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Herman, Count of Northeim, third fon of Henry Puke 
of Bavaria, was called Duke of Saxony on the Weſer, . fa- 
ther of Sigfrid I. who was ſucceeded by his ſon Sigfrid II. 
Count of Northeim and Gottingen, father of Otho, Duke 
of Saxony on the Weſer, and Duke of Bavaria from 1062 
to 1070, he was ſlain A. D. 1083; leaving iflue by his wife 
Cuniza of Bavaria, four ſons and three daughters, and was 
ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon. 

Henry Pinguis, who reigned Duke of Saxony eighteen 
years, and by Gertraut, daughter of Ecbert I. Marggrave 
of Saxony, and heireſs of the Lands of Brunſwic (deſcend- 
ed in a direct line from Bruno I. elder brother of Herman, 
Count of Northeim before mentioned) had iſſue, Otho, 
who died young; Herman, Archbiſhop of Cologn, who 
died 1099; Gertraut, wife, firſt, of Henry I. Marggrave 
of Miſnia; ſecondly, of Conrad, Elector of Palatine of 
the Rhine; and Richenſa, who inherited the lands of Sax- 
ony, and was married to the Emperor Lotharius II. A. D. 
1113, by whom ſhe had an only daughter, Gertraut, who 
was heireſs of Saxony, and by her marriage with Henry 
Superbus, as was obſerved, the ancient line of Witekind 
the Great, was blended with thoſe of Eſte, the Guelphs, 
and Billung, in-the perſon of 8 
Henry Leo, who, at the age of ten years, ſucceeded his 
father Henry Superbus, under the guardianſhip of his uncle 
Guelph, whoſe conduct during the minority of his ward 
was uniformly great and faithful, but not attended with 
ſucceſs equal to his zeal. 59S EC 
Henry, in conjunction with Albert, Marggrave of Bran- 
denburg, defeated Niclotus-Prince of the Veneds (an inve- 
terate perſecutor of the Chriſtians) in ſeveral engagements, 
and compelled him to quit Mecklenburg. He next endea- 
voured to affert his claim to the dutchy of Bavaria, for 
which he was ſummoned to appear at a diet in Wartſburg, 
but refuſed to comply therewith, and in all probability had 
not the death of the Emperor Conrad put a ſtop to the 
proceedings, Henry would have been a great ſufferer. 
Frederick Barbaroſſa, who was of the ſame family with 
Henry, and very much his friend, was elected Emperor 
in 1153; but his public entry into Rome being diſputed, 
Henry, who made a part of the proceſſion, ſtrongly ſup- 
ported the Emperor in his endeayours to force his way, 


and was ſo happy as to reſcue him from under the feet of 


the enemy's cavalry. The reward of this ſignal ſervice was

right of her mother Elizabeth, daugliter of Herman, Pa- 


latine thereof, and by this marriage became Palatine him- 


ſelf. Agnes died A. D. 1204; and Henry, afterwards 
married Agnes, Counteſs of Landiberg; by the former he 
had one ſon, Henry, ho died A. D. 1212, unmarried;

This Prince for his attachment to his brother Otho, was 
put to the ban of the empire, yet he kept poſſeſſion of his 
dominions until his death.

greement, had been divided, and dying in 1227, left his 
eſtate between his two daughters above mentioned. 

Otto or Otho, the ſecond ſon of Henry Leo, in the 
tition of his father's dominions, became poſſeſſed of Brunſ⸗ 
wic, Northeim, and Gottingen, alfo by the favour of his 
Uncle Richard I. King of England, he received Poitou 
and Guienne in France. He was elected Emperor in 1198, 
but was obliged to relinquiſn that dignity to Philip II. after 
being twice defeated by him in the field; however, it was 
finally agreed between them, that Philip ſhould enjoy the 


empire during his life, and to ſecure the reverſion to Otho, 
who was to marry Beatrix, the daughter of Philip.

Otto took the town by 
ſtorm, and from that time oſſumed the title of Duke of 
Brithſwic. Pope Gregory IX. having excommunicated the 
Emperor- Frederick II. offered to. crown Otto Emperor, in 
the abſence of Frederick who was in the Holy Land, but 
Otto refuſed this offer, proteſting, that his oppoſition to 
the Emperor was to no other intent than the recovery of 


his own right. This diſintereſtedneſs of Otto ſo pleaſed 


the Emperor, that in a diet held at Mentz, Auguſt 21, 
1235, he erected his dominions into a dutchy, and Otto be- 
came the firſt created Duke of Brunſwic and Lunenburgh. 
He died June 9, 1252, having been married to Mathilda, 
daughter of Albert II. Eleftor of Brandenburg, by Whom 
he had five ſons and five daughters.

Fontenoy proved diſad vantageous to the allies, yet by the 
diligent attention and prudent management of his Royal 


Highneſs, the enemy were in a great meaſure deprived of

This peace, ſo diſadvantageous to the vanquiſhed, did not 
content the conqueror, who ſeemed determined to extifpate 
the Vandal race, which at length he effected after the battle 
of Demmin ; in conſequence of which the kingdom of the 
Venedi was deſtroyed, yet their prince was ſaved, and in 
ſpite of adverſe fate, his illuſtrious race ſtill happily reigns 
over the country once inhabited by that ancient nation. 
Pribiſlaus, after the ſubverſion of his throne and the ex- 


termination of his people, was reſerved by providence for a 


reſtoration more amazing than the very revolution whereby 
he had been ſtripped of his dominions. The condition of 


this Prince appeared at the fame time quite deſperatef/ all 
hopes U a recovery of his ancient inheritance were entirely 


at angend; his ſubjects were either killed, baniſhed, or 
| kde Crocs z his country poſſeſſed by his enemies; and him- 
felf an exile, deſtitute of friends or allies. 
extraordinary turn of fortune was he reſtored to his domi- 
nions by the Conqueror himſelf, who, to cancel the me- 
mory of paſt grievances, endeavoured by a profuſion of Eind 
actions to repair the injuries he had committed, and to 
make that Prince his friend whom he was afraid of having 
" Injured beyond all hopes of forgiveneſs. But Pribiſlaus dil- 
played his magnanimity by the ſincerity of his reconcilia- 
tion; and in conſequence of ſo happy an event Vandalia 
roſe more beautiful than ever. A marriage ſoon after took 
place between Henry, the fon of Pribiſlaus, and Mechtild,

King James I. on his acceſſion to the throne, being in-

Then, as Clerk of the Council, I attended the Lord Pre- 
ſident in all his employments, waited on him (who aſſiſted 
the L. D. Mountjey) at the whole ſiege of Kingſale, and was 
employed by his Lordſhip to ber Majeſty with the news of 
that happy victory (obtained over the Iriſh under the Earl 
of Tyrone, and the Spaniards, 24 December, 1601); in 
which employment I made a ſpeedy expedition to the court; 
for, I left my Lord Preſident at Shandon Caſtle, near Cork, 
on Monday morning about two of the clock, and the next 
day delivered my pacquet, and ſupped with Sir Robert 
Cecil, being then principal Secretary, at his houſe in the 
Strand; who, after ſupper, held me in diſcourſe till two 
of the clock in. the morning, and by ſeven that morning 
called upon me to attend him to the court, where he pre- 
ſented me to her Majeſty in her bedehamber; who remem- 
bered me, calling me by my name, and giving me her hand 
to kiſs, telling me, that ſhe war glad that I was the happy 
man to bring the firfl news of the glorious victory. And after

His Lordſhip's encouragement of the liberal arts, his ſub-

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great rebellion broke out; to ſtop the progreſs of which, 
having the command of a troop of horſe, raiſed by his fa- 
ther, he ſignalized himſelf in many engagements. He for- 
tiſied his father's houſe of Liſmore, and when beſieged by 


Sir Richard Bealing with a powerful party, obliged him, by 


ſtratagem , to draw off. And being thus relieved, he re- 
took the caſtle of Turbeath; burnt the Condon's country, 
and in March attended Sir William St. Leger, who, with 
1520 raw men, reſolved to oppoſe Lord Muſkery's march 
againſt him at the head of 3000. 4 March he took and 


hurnt the town of Dungarvan; had the two caſtles on each 


lide the town ſurrendered the 6; then taking Roche's caſtle 
of 'Vowreene, near Liſmore, he, with ſixty horſe. and 140 


foot relieved Sir Richard Oſborne, beſieged in the caſtle of 


nockmone, with the ſlaughter of 200 rebels, (having put 
many hundreds of them to flight 3 March before); on his 
return 4 July, 1642, being way-laid by a ſtrong body near 
Capoquin, he boldly charged them, killed two Captains and 
about 200 ſoldiers, with the loſs only of one Engliſhman ; 
(this being the firſt pitched battle fought in Munſter) and 
21 of that month, with the Lord Dungarvan, took the 
<aſtle of Ardmore, with the ſlaughter of 140 of the enemy; 


for which ſeaſonable ſervices he received a letter of thanks 


from the Lords Juſtice. _ ö AED 

He was ſoon after this in the battle of Liſcarrol with his 
three brothers, when a compleat victory was the reward of 
their gallant behaviour; and in this action his Lordſhip 
being taken priſoner, was reſcued by his own men. To- 
wards the end of the year, he was joined by the L. J. with 
Captain Jephſon, to Lord Inchiquin, as Commiſſioners for 
the government of Munſter, with directions to deſtroy the 
enemy's proviſions; and continued with vigour to ſuppreſs 
the rebellion, until the ceffation of arms, concluded 15 
September, 1643, which he earneſtly: oppoſed, as a ſtep 
that would prove deſtructive to the teſtant intereſt in 

land; and on that account, was at the head of ng” 


* He cavſed all the ordnance, muſkets, and Piſtols he had, to be diſ- 
ch at once, and ſent the befiegers word by a truſty mefſenger, that the 
Engliſh army was come to the town; which ſudden news and thundering 


ſhot ſtruck ſuch a terror, that they inſtantly huddled up their colours, and 


ran to the Blaci-Water, to take boat at Affane, where they had. come over. 


12 Lordſhip, upon their flight, ſent a party of fifty horſe in purſuit, who 


illed and took many priſoners, and recovered 250 head of cattle, 6 or 709 
ſheep, and a great number of horſes, which had been taken from the En- 
2 ſo that the next day might have been bought at Liſmore, a garron 

liz-pence, a good cow ſor eighteen- pence, and a ſfieep for three-pence- 
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of the Proteſtants of Munſter to the Marqueſs of Ormond 
and the council ; repreſenting, with great weight, their 
ievances, and beſecching them to call to mind, that his 
Majeſty had obliged himſelf, by giving his aſſent to an act 
of parliament, to grant no pardon, or terms of peace to the 
rebels, without the conſent of his parliament of England. 
And, being daily alarmed with plots of the Papiſts, who, 
among other contrivances, had formed a deſign on the city 
of Cork; he joined with the Lord Inchiquin and others, 


18 July, 1644, in a letter tothe King, ſetting forth, 


That no peace could be concluded with the Iriſh, which 
« would not bring to his Majeſty, and the Engliſh in gene- 
« ral, a far greater prejudice, than the ſhow of a peace 
« there would bring them advantage; and thereupon be- 
« ſought him to proclaim again the Iriſh to be rebels, and 
« not to pardon ſuch, who. had committed crimes above 
« deſcription.” _ 3 | 

But ſuch a diſſatisfactory anſwer had they from the King, 
on whom his Lordſhip waited at Oxford, that he and the 
Lord Inchiquin put themſelves under the protection of the 
Parliament, who had undertaken to manage the war in 
Ireland; and receiving a commiſſion for Lord Inchiquin te 


proſecute the Iriſh in Munſter, returned and joined him, 
when by their courage and conduct they drove the rebels 


out of moſt of the port towns, and other conſiderable places 

in that province, and formed a body of 12000 men in arms. 
In 1644 he ſtept aſide from the camp to attend the ſenate, 
taking his ſeat in Parliament 10 April“; and 3 July had a 

reverſionary grant for life of the Conſtableſhip of Limerick, 
after the death of George Courtenay, Eſq. We find him 
again in the field the next year, for, 10 May command- 
ing the horſe under Lord Inchiquin, he gained a victory 
over the Earl of Caſtlehaven's forces at Caſtle-Lyons, and 
obliged him to raiſe the ſiege of Youghall ; after which, he 
retook Ballymartyr, Roſtellan, and (in 1646) Lord Muſke- 

ry's ſtrong caſtle of Blarney, near Cork; and obtaining 
many other ſucceſſes over the rebels, he rendered himſelf fo 
confiderable, that Cromwell carefled him by all the arts he 
was maſter of (which were not a few); brought him over 
to his affiſtance in the reduction of Ireland, after the d@th 
of K. Charles I. and received him as his intimate friend, 
repoſing an intire confidence in his Lordſhip's judgment and 
integrity, which indeed were above corruption. _ 95

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On bis Lordſhip's arrival in Ireland with forces from 
Briſtol, ſo much had he gained the affections of all, who 
had ſerved under him before, that they inſtantly repaired 
to him; ſo that he had ſoon a troop of horſe, compoſed of 
gentlemen, and a regiment of 1500 foot well appointed, 
with which, in October, he joined Cromwell at Wexford, 
who had landed at Dublin with an army of 12000 horſe 
and foot, 14 Auguſt, 1649; when Oliver marching. to 
Drogheda, made a bloody entrance there, and his Lordſhip 
proceeding ſouthward, reduced, by 12 November, Kingſale, 
Cork, Bandon, and Youghall, without the effuſion of blood; 
Cromwell's army being reduced to a miſerable condition be- 
fore Clonmell, he advertiſed his Lordſhip thereof, and that 
he ſhould be obliged to raiſe the ſiege, if he did not im- 
mediately join him; to which Lord Broghill returned an- 
ſwer, that he had juſt defeated the enemy, conſiſting of above 
' 4oO00 nen, in the Weſt, and would not fail to be witb bim in 
three days, He performed his promiſe, and no ſooner ap- 
8 but Cromwell cauſed his army to cry out, A Brog- 
11 A Broghill ! embracing him in his arms, highly ap- 
plwkauded his conduct and punctuality ; and being thus rein- 
forced, took Clonmell in the depth of winter. 

| Cromwell being ſoon after ſent for by the Parliament to 
oppoſe the Scots, left his Lordſhip at the head of a flying 
camp in Munſter z who, with his ſmall army bf 2000 horſe 
and dragoons, 10 May, 1650, routed $000 men under the 
titular Biſhop of Roſs at Macroomp, whom he took priſoner ; 
reduced Carrigdroghid and other caſtles ; routed the ene- 


my in ſeveral encounters; and during Ireton's ſiege of Li- 


merick, being directed by him to prevent the Lord Muſ- 
kery's joining the Pope's Nuncio, he very gallantly perform- 
ed that ſervice, having only 600. foot and 400 horſe, to op- 
poſe 1000 horſe and 2000 foot, and in a very deſperate en- 
gagement, killed 600, taking many priſoners. After the 
ſurrender of Limerick, which yielded to mercy, and Ire- 
ton's death, the command of the army devolved on Fleet- 
wood, who marched to Dublin, and left Lord Broghill to 
keep Munſter in awe, who did ſo, by taking Ballymartyr 
and other places. In the ſpring of 1651, the Nuncio hav- 
ing returned to Ireland, raiſed an army of 8000 men, and 
obtained a vi over them -(though double his number 
of horſe, and thricèts many foot) at Knocknaclaſhy, in the 
county of Waterford, 26 July, 1652, which was the laſt 
battle fonght in that war, . | 
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After his Lordſhip had thus hazarded his perſon to re- 


| duce the kingdom to a ſtate of quiet and peace, he was no 


leſs ſolicitous to preſerve it in that ſituation; to which end 
he offered propoſals to the government for receiving into 
protection ſuch of the Iriſh ſoldiers as ſhould come in and 
deliver up one or more Field Officer of their party, to be 
proceeded againſt according to juſtice, aſſigning unto the 
ſaid ſoldiers ſome place of ſecurity, where they might de- 
fend themſelves from the enemy, and do further ſervice, 
This propoſal was approved of, and his Lordſhip ordered, 
2 January, 165 1, to proceed therein, as he ſhould conceive 
to be moſt for the publick ſafety and advantage, provided 
the place of ſecurity to be aſſigned them was none of the 
parliament garriſons, and the perſons not ſuch as had a hand 
in any of the murders or maſſacres committed upon the 
Engliſh or Proteſtants in Ireland. The fame day he was 
added to the Commiſſioners of the publick revenue, and 


for the adminiſtration of juſtice within the precinct of Cork, 


had an order to receive fool. out of the receipts of ex- 
ciſe there, towards the defraying of intelligence and other 


contingent charges; at the ſame time Mitchelſtown, in the 


county of Cork, being ordered to be made a garriſon, and 
1ool. allowed towards the carrying on that ſervice, he was 
empowered to iſſue warrants to the Treaſurer of the pub- 
lick revenue, to pay the ſame to ſuch perſons as he ſhould 
appoint to receive it. 23 June, 1652, the ſum of 150l. 
was ordered to be iſſued for the fortifying and planting of 
garriſons in ſuch places within the county of Cork, as his 
Lordſhip and the council of war ſhould adjudge fit to be 
garriſoned for the better preſervation of the country; 8 
April, 1653, he was added to the committee, appointed to 
conſider of the advancement of trade in Ireland; and hav- 
ing ofered further propoſals for the ſettlement and benefit 
of the kingdom, it was ordered, 21 July that year, that the 
reformades, who ſerved in his troop, not. exceeding 28, do 
receive the proportion of arrears allowed to private troopers.

And Mr. Morrice, his Lordſhip's Chaplain, tells us, that

and Cromwell's daughter, which the latter would not come 
into, fearing the King could not forgive his father's mur- 
der.— About this time Cromwell ſent him to Scotland, as 
the moſt proper man to preſide there, Monck, by his over 
ſeverity, having almoſt put that kingdom in a flame, where, 
during a year's reſidence, by methods of lenity, he brought 
that people to a decorum, and opened a paſſage for General 
Monck's eaſy ſucceſs. And after his return, a bill being 
brought into parliament for the decimation of the Cavaliers“ 
eſtates, he ventured to oppoſe it, and ſo well ſucceeded as 


to have it diſmiſſed.. 


After Oliver's death, his Lordſhip was a Member of 
Richard's Parliament and Cabinet Council; and prevailed 
with him to diſſolve the Council he had ſummoned of the 
military officers; ſoon after which, the Protector iſſuing a 
proclamation for the diſſolution of the parliament, and by 
that act diveſting himſelf, in effect, of all authority; his 
Lordſhip finding the family of Cromwell laid aſide, to whom 
he had the higheſt obligations, reſolved to do his utmoſt to 
reſtore the King; and with that view repaired to his com- 
mand in Munſter, where he had a conſiderable ſhare of 
power and eſteem. Seeing the government run into wild 
meaſures, he took that occaſion to treat with the chiefs of 
that province, and after ſecuring them to his intereſts, ſent

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By an order of Cremwell's Parliament, dated 8 September, 1666, were

that their deſign having taken wind, he was obliged to de- 
clare before the time ; and adviſed his Lordſhip to do the 
. ſame, that the whole force of the enemy might not be em- 
ployed againſt him, concluding, © you ſhould remember, 
« your Lordſhip firſt put me upon the deſign, and therefore 
te hope you will not leave me, in what you finſt -propoſed, 
c which was to declare for the King and Parliament.” 
This threw him into ſome perplexity, leſt the whole under-

Tuis noble family, from their name being inſerted in 
the roll of Battle-Abbey, among the affiſtants of William, 
Duke of Normandy, in the expedition to England, are pre- 
ſumed to derive their original deſcent from that Dutchy;
